Which 
m akes the foam y brew the chief 
topic of conversation in a nation 
of 4.5 million people who nor­ 
m ally drink 3.5 million bottles a 
day . 


You can g et a beer in just a 
few places. One inn outside Co­ 
penhag en will serve y ou two but 
no m ore. In another, y ou can 
drink as m uch as y ou want — if 
y ou can find a seat at the bar 


The ow ners of these places 
w ere clever enoug h to hoard 
thousands of bottles in the week 
before the strike started May 2. 
One of them has enoug h beer 
for three weeks. 


O ther bars sell foreig n beer at 
relatively hig h prices because 
they im port it privately . 
A private plane travels back 
and forth daily between south­ 
ern D enm ark and Luebeck, in 
north G erm any , bring ing beer 
to thirsty Danes who g ladly pay - 
150 per cent m ore than the usual 
price. 
The striking brew ery w orkers 
have not tried to stop the im ­ 
ports. 
If a Dane can't g et beer, he’ll 
even drink milk 
The dairies 
g leefully report an increase of 
10 per cent in sales, and there's 
even an occasional shortag e. 
The brew eries are losing m on­ 
ey and so are the strikers. The 
g overnm ent so far has lost $3 
million in tax es. 
The strikers want a pay in­ 
crease of 2 cents an hour The 


brew ers have refused to pay it 


and haven't said publicly what 


they are willing to pay .

Denmark 
(APi — You can still get a beer 
in Denmark — but it isn’t easy 
The Scandinavian nation to­ 
day entered the lith day of a 
strike by its 6.000 brewery work­ 
ers with no end in sight Which 
makes the foamy brew the chief 
topic of conversation in a nation 
of 4.5 million people who nor­ 
mally drink 3.5 million bottles a 
day. 
You can get a beer in just a 
few places. One mn outside Co­ 
penhagen will serve you two but 
no more. In another, you can 
drink as much as you want — if 
you can find a seat at the bar 
The owners of these places 
were clever enough to hoard 
thousands of bottles in the week 
before the strike started May 2 
One of them has enough beer 
i for three weeks

Other bars sell foreign beer at 


I relatively high prices because 
they import it privately. 
A private plane travels back 
and forth daily between south­ 
ern Denmark and Limbeck, in 
north Germany, bringing beer 
to thirsty Danes who gladly pay

have not tried to stop the im­ 
ports 
If a Dane can't get beer, he’ll

The dairies 
gleefully report an increase of

Castro’s government, which had been 
showing signs of skittishness about its 
ties with the Soviet Union, is reported 
by observers to be making overt gestures 
of admiration for Moscow again. 
The reason is obvious. 
Those thousands of U S. fighting men 
in the Dominican Republic are not only 
n .symbol of U.S. determination to keep 
additional Communist regimes from tak­ 
ing root in this hemisphere.

Top administrative officials have

both cases, the existing govern­

o ne o r fiv e hundred wo rds than 
o ne o f 15 00 to 2000. In co llege 
what is the sense o f the great 
length o f mo st papers that are 
required? 
When at ho me y o u wish to 
practice y o ur child in the grades 
to write, spell, o r do number 
pro blems y o u dicate, p l e as e 
pro ceed slo wly and rev eal calm­ 
ness in y o ur v o ice and way s 
Av o id the suggestio n o f time 
limits. The mo re y o ur child 
hurried at scho o l the mo re y o u 
sho uld try to help him go slo w­ 
ly and carefully in his written 
wo rk at ho me. 


IF IN the grades he is sup­ 
po sed at scho o l to read o r ciph­ 
er faster than he do es, do n’t 
suppo se y o u can cause him to 
wo rk faster at scho o l by hurry ­ 
ing him at ho me. Help h i m 
there to read fo r meaning and 
to spell and cipher with accur 
acy . 
Then mo re speed will inev i­ 
tably result.

Work Done Fast Can Result In Errors 


Now and then, in this column, 
we have considered problems of 
the youngster who never finish­ 
es his written work there unless 
the 
teacher 
“ stands 
right 
over h i rn ” 
Often he may 
be daydream ­ 
ing t h e n or 
doing 
some­ 
thing else He 
may not have 
l e a r n e d 
to w o r k at 
what o t h e r Dr. Garry Myers 
children are doing 
He rn a y 
have writing or spelling diffi­ 
culty. There may be all sorts of 
other reasons, some of which 
we have discussed 
Some of these slowpokes in 
the classroom may be over­ 
whelmed by w h a t seems to 
them as an atmosphere of hur­ 
ry, and may feel hopelessly dis­ 
couraged 
Among the children 
who don’t finish short written 
assignments at school are some 
who earnestly try to do so but 
are unable to go as fast as most 
other children. 
Suppose the teacher is pro­ 
nouncing a list of w o r d s to 
spell or is dictating sentences 
containing words to be spelled 
Often she may go on to the 
next word or sentence before 
nearly all the children have had 
time to write the last one 


HAVING 
observed 
in 
hun­ 
dreds of classrooms over t h e 
years, it Is my guess that the 
average teacher goes far t o o 
fast with such exercises. These 
children who can’t keep up have 
all sorts of worries and anxi 
eties. Naturally they can’t be 
very careful at writing neatly 
and legibly then 
Moreover, as many standard­ 
ized tests have time limits, the 
teacher 
imitating 
them 
may 
often set brief time limits for 
all sorts of written work
